(ew weeks. When he returns at last 
to this port from whieh he set out ■ 
on his lone voyaRe young Ouzzwell 
will have areomplished the most re¬ 
markable teat in the history’ of ocean 
cruising. 

Single-handed throughout this 
epie voyage, he will have riieumnavi- 
gated the glohe in a self-built yacht 
onlv 21 feet long and 18 feet on the 
waterline. His will be the smallest ,

them all. As a navigator and seaman 
he has shown himself to have few 
equals—pertiaps none. 

With all this Guzzwell. still Iri hi.s 
twenties, is an extraordinary 
modest young man who shuns rather 
than seeks publicity.

Trading with Japan 


■KfORODY who has compaied the 
is prices of a wide range of im¬ 
ported Jaiwnese gcxxls with those of 
comimrahie ('.anadian items would at¬ 
tempt to deny that trade with Japan 
Is creating an increasingly sc'rious 
prolilem for Canadian industry. Hut 
it is not a problem which, taking all 
factors into aceount, c-an lie* solved by 
the simple devicx' of cutting down 
shipments from Japan while exiHet- 
Ing exports to c'ontinue unabated. 
Among those advei-sely affectcai 
by this trade have taM-n the Canadian 
textile manufacturers, who have 
beaten a path to the fecteral govern¬ 
ment's ctcvir pleading for preferential 
treatment to end Japanese rompeti- 
tinn. This week Finance Minister 
ineming announced that as a result 
of an "underslanding" arranged with 
the Japanese government exports of 
textiles for the Canadian garment 
trade would he ’’kept dcttcn to very 
low levels." Just how much pressure 
was applied to Japan to achieve this 
‘ understanding." the ultimate effect 
of which will he to maintain a high 
level of prices charged to Canadian 
purchasen of garments? 


The loudly lamenting textile 
makers form only one si-gment of 
Canaclian industry feeling the pinch 
of Japanese fomiietition. Among 
others there are the manufacturers 
of electrical and electronic e-quipment. 
footwear, toys and stainless sti-el 
item*, all undeisold by wide price 
margins. What about them if the tex¬ 
tile industry is to lx* protected hy 
what is euiihemistically descrilied as 
an undi'iNtanding? 

If all Canadian industries were to 
lie iirotecleci liy ciuotas the whole field 
of trade with .lapan would be en- 
dafifcered: and (tanada as a nation 
has a gre-at deal to lose. I»ast year 
imports from Japan, made up almost 
entirelv of consumer goods, totalled 
$70.nnn.nn0. But in the -same .vear 
the Dominion sold to Japan raw and 
semi-proces.sed materials to the value 
of $10-1.000,000; and if the rate of in¬ 
crease in exports continues. Japan 
vei’y soon will become Canada’s third 
best customer. How is .lapan to pay 
for her imports from Canada if hy a 
process of attrition. Winning with 
textiles, the market for her exports 
is to lie narrowed? 


Don’t Decry Profits 


P FDPI.E sometimes talk as though 
profits in business shouldn't lie 
allowed, wholly ignoring the funda¬ 
mental fact that if there were no prof¬ 
its there would N’ no business. Prof¬ 
it is not only the incentive which 
sparks all economic progress; gov¬ 
ernment itself is gieatly de[iendent 
,on it. 

This is an aspect selckim consid¬ 
ered. since many persons seem to 
think governments have bags of 
gold independently aequiied. They 
haven't, of course. The only monies 
governments have come frona poo|ile 
and business. President Kisenhower 
had a word on this subject recently, 
and it is worth noting. 

<‘You shouldn't lie so prone . . . 
t<r decry profits in our econom.v. You 
must rememlier that the people now 
expect all sorts of services from the 


federal government, starting with 
that of national defence and going 
right down to the last item that ,vou 
want to find in H.K.W. (Health, F.du- 
cation and Welfare IVpartments.l 

"We lax largelv’ profits. We don't 
tax industrial activity as such ... So. 
if vou aie trying to gel profits down 
to zero, you are going to have to find 
some other way of finding ftvleral 
revenue ... if we are going to run 
this government.’’ 

These words apply to ('anada 
equally with the United .Stales. They 
apply in fact to all governments, 
which depend consideiably on the 
taxation of profits. If there were no 
profits to lax. or if this tax crop 
declined, then of neccssiiv some other 
wa.vs would have to Ih’ found to ki’ep 
the federal chest full. And most other 
ways are already pre-empted.

Dr. Thaler sayj his device can do the 
detection Job far more efficiently than 
any of the systems in Canada the Pirte- 
tree, the MM Canada and the Distant 
Karly Warning DEW line In the*far- 
north and at much smaller cost. 

By instantaneous detection, pro)^ 
Teepee, as Thalers Invention Is known, 
can .double the warning tin\e In North 
America of any Soviet interrontineotal 
mis.sne attack to about y) minutes from 
15. This still doesn t giv^ much time for 
evacuation from cities but could mean 
that more persons can get out before a 
missile drops.

T he tunnels are being dug prepay 
atoiy lo starting new under- 
ground tests of nuclear weapons 
after Oct. 31. Be¬ 
cause the prelim- ' 
inary steps require 
several months the 
Atomic Energy 
Commis s I o n has 
ordered thLs done, 
although no final 
decision on testing 
has been taken. 

Even among 
some who are urging the need t® 
start the (est.s again it is readily con* 
ceded that to do so will conslitult 
one of the^orst propaganda defeat* 
this country has ever had to take. 

That (ould provide the justification 
lor President Eisenhower to Inter¬ 
vene. although It I* widely assumed 
that the tests will be renewed when 
the deadline of Oct. 31 has passed. 

The United Slates announced * 
year ago it was prepared to forego 
weapons tests for one year from tha 
Oct. 31 dale when the U.S.. Britain 
and the Soviet Union were to meet at 
Cleneva to try to agree to a perma¬ 
nent lest ban. Ever since the con- 
fi*rees have been Involved In a eon- 
ttoversy so complicated as almost to 
defy understanding on the nature ot 
the control system to be imposed.

Mosifiw has kept up a constant 
and ptnvei ful propaganda on the need 
Jor a permanent ban.

Howev'r. the point under dis¬ 
cussion at the time was thil 
when buying a home already 
constructed there is no levy of 
5 per cen' on the agreed pur¬ 
chase price, which can include 
goodwill, etc. The payment of 
taxes we feel is being con¬ 
tributed irrdirectly in a per¬ 
centage of our monthly rent 
as parking fees, the same as 
Ibe-Htundreds of people who 
in apartments, rented 
homes and auto courts and 
■end their childien to schord 

Another point I fee) should 
he mention^ is the payment 
of taxes Instne form of the 30 
per cent duties and excise 
levied on the mobile home 
entry into Canada, also the 
vailoirs taxes, both stale and 
provincial, in the form of road 
permits, the cost being oni'e 
again borne hy the owner. 

I would like to further ex¬ 
plain that the question was 
raised: did we think taxation 
of liallers would send trailer 
dwellers hack to living lij 
bouses and apartments?

This year s Mann Cup U- 
eroHse aeries couiid have been 
held in the home of the west 
ern champions, but western 
teams turned the offer down 
cold. Now there is the faint 
possibility that there won't be 
a Mann Cup final at all. 

The Canadian Lacrosse As¬ 
sociation wanted it in the west. 
8o did the Ontario Lacrosse 
AssociatiOff and the Peter 
borough Petes, odds-on favor¬ 
ites to he eastern champions. 
Only the Inter-City Lacrasae 


League teams themselves 
stood in the way of a third 
straight western Mann Cup 
final. 

This surprising state of af¬ 
fairs came to light at Tues¬ 
day’s league meeting in Van¬ 
couver. and in conversations 
with league officials last night 
at Memorial Arena. Although 
Bill Dickinson, president of 
the ICLL. refused to comment, 
preferring all releases to come 
from the CLA. the situation 
last night was this. 

Two weeks ago the OLA in¬ 


formed the Canadian body 
that it would like to play the 
series in the west, and the 
C^ agreed that it would be 
a good' idea, since eastern 
finals are anything but money¬ 
makers. 

The matter was put before 
the three western teams in¬ 
volved in the playoffs—Vic¬ 
toria Shamrocks. Vancouver 
Carling.s and New Westmin¬ 
ster O’Keefe’s—for a vote 
Tuesday night, and only the 
Shamrock.'* voted to bring the 
series west. 


And why did V'ancouver and 
New Westminster turn it 
down* Because the series has 
been held in the west for the 
past two years, and players in 
the west feel they want a trip 
east if they win. 

The series was originally 
scheduled for the east last sea¬ 
son. but-was switched to the 
west in order to be a part of 
the B.C. centennial celebra¬ 
tions. At that time, the CLA 
piomised the western teams 
that it would be held in the 
east this year, and O’Keefe’s 
and Carlings apparently feel 


that the promise should be 
adhered to. regardless. 

There ta no doubt why tKe 
CLA and OLA want to hold 
the Mann Cup playoffs in the 
west again. It boils down to 
a matter of money. 

If Petes win the eastern 
title-and judging from the 
way they ran away from the 
rest of the league during the 
season they certainly will — 
they will only be able to hold 
one game of the best-of-seven 
final in an enclosed arena. 
Then ice is put in for the 
hockey season, and the series 


would have to, switch to the 
infamous Peterborough dust 
bowl, a place that still crops 
up in the nightmares of the 
older Victoria Shamrocks who 
had to play there a few sea¬ 
sons ago. TTiere would cer¬ 
tainly be no money-nuking 
crowds there, even if all seats 
were sold. 

The unfortunate part Is that 
the OLA «or the Petes, who 
-'ipparently run the as.sociation 
anyway I have reportedly said 
that they will play in the 
west or they won’t play. This 


-comes to bucking the author¬ 
ity of the CLA. and there 
were indications last night 
that If the eastern winners 
aren’t ready to play where 
they're told, the series may 
aimply be scrapped.

NEW YORK tUPD — Miaa 
Mae Carden, a lonely but un¬ 
compromising rebel in tht 
world of education, is con¬ 
vinced that ‘‘vested interests’* 
are depriving your child of a 
pioper basic schooling. 

Hardly the image of a revo¬ 
lutionary with her slightly 
askew pince-nea. Misa Carden 
said “obiidren are dying of 
mental anemia” because of 
”too much sugar coaling' of 
tducation. 

“There a loo much em 
phasis on entertainment and 
not enough on the thrill of 
learning.” she added. 

The educator who has taught 
since 1929. advocates the pho 
netic method of reading and 
writing instead of the sight 
method. 

Under the sight methoil.

The 1‘arden method d<»e* 
away with the "see the hall. 
The ball is led.” type of In 
structlon. Through under 
Blinding the relationship he 
tween a word and its sound 
and function in a.sentence, a 
pupil IS equipped with basic 
tools to “teaih himself.” 

The average pupil taught bv 
her.,”language art*” *y»iem is 
capikble of reading anything hy 
' the fourth grade and should 
have all the piactical educa¬ 
tion a child need* by the sixth 
grade. .Miss Carden said. 

.Miss Carden Is sharply cri 
tical of the “stuffing” of pro 
gressive education too manv 
j bonks about books and not 
{enough straight classics, 
i “learning is not an end in 


itself," Miss Carden said, “but | 
a tool for a mors enjoysbis' 
life."

Beating

The early varieties of apples are 
ripening now and -ere most obliging 
in the manner in which they produce 
their fruits. Unlike the later vari¬ 
eties. early apples ripen Just a few 
at a time, usually starting with those 
near the top of the tree. 

Lucky for us the tree behaves in 
thi.s fashion, for early apples are no- 
tork>u.Hly poor keepers. You have to 
eat them up as fast as they are pro¬ 
duced. which isn't so bad as long as 
the tree dotes out its fruit in dribs 
and drabs. With the later varieties, 
where the fruit comes with a rush, 
you'd be eating apples until they 
were coming out your ears!

It la necessary with these early 
kinds to go over the trees every sec¬ 
ond or third day. picking the ripest 
for immediate use and leaving the 
rest to mature In their turn. To test 
an apple for ripeness, simply lift it 
gently on the flat of your hand to 
a horizontal position, if it Is ready

“The Ransom of Red Chief" 
opened the fall season of resounding 
specials in glorious. living color and 
fell flat on Its face. No expense was 
spared to take all the fun out of 
this. An KngMsh director. Alvin

was flown in to direct It like an 
English Christmas pageant. Phil 
Reisman rewrote it extensively so 
that every possible sensibility could 
be soothed and conceivably even 
numbed by It. 

The little monster of the original 
story was made a nice lovable boy who 
had perfect Sunday school attendance 
and was only a little monster when 
he put his feather on. Kidnapping, 
which after all is the cream of the 
Jest, was considered too strong for 
Mr. Rexall’s and especially Mrs. 
Rexall's palate, so that was carefully 
explained away. But besides taking 
all of O. Henry's story out of it, 
Mr. Reisman put a tot of stor>' in 
of singularly flat and uninspired de¬ 
sign. For instance, the stor>' opens 
with his two sharpers selling some¬ 
body the Brooklyn Bridge. I mean, 
why not maybe another bridge?

William Rendix and Hans Conreid 
played the part of I he two shaipers 
acting in a manner that has not been 


seen in these parts since the demise 
of ‘The Black Crook. " The acting 
was all on an enormous scale, if you 
know what I mean When Rus.sell 
C'ollln.s. who played the skinflint 
banker, comes tiptoeing 'Into the 
graveyard iwhat is he lipltM'ing for 
to .start out with?! he tiptoed from 
head (o foot, lifting his foot prac¬ 
tically to his chin. I mean ballet 
dancers tiptoe like that but nobody 
else I know does. 

Most of the acting and direction 
W’ere on this level of culture, which 
frankly is not mine. It’s as if the 
whole thing were being slagivi in the 
Hollv'Wbod Bowl and they were being 
terribly careful that the f>eopIe in the 
.Wcent seats didn't miss anything. 
Either they're insulting my intelli¬ 
gence or this was maybe meant for 
children. But whoso children were 
up at 11 p.m. when this thing went 
off the air? Certainly not mine. 

I'd say the whole thing was pretty 
corny except that the word corny is 
getting pretty corny. It Just ain't 
ver>’ hip. fellows. The period, in¬ 
cidentally. was early 20th ceniury. 
which meant very cute and coy in¬ 
feriors and sort of musical comedy 
costumes. But it was all a ttifle stuffy 
and. I'm afraid, it confribided to the 
feeling ‘fatal to any dramatic enter¬ 
prise i that they were all Just play¬ 
acting. 


I base a foolish fondness for 
William Rendix. whose huge expanse 
of face I find tremendously expressive 
and poutnani. I must say he got a 
lot of mileage out of this antique 
vehicle. Hans Conreid. w-bo looks as 
if he had swallowed something \ery 
sour, was very apt. though slightly 
monotonous, as his partner. Rus.sen 
Collins. I thought, was splendid and 
unremittingly selfcontrolled as old 
Ebenezer Itorset. 

As for Te<ldy Rooney, who Is the 
spawn of Mickey Rooney. I thought 
he was » mighty cute and reasonably 
talented little biscuit who may some¬ 
day step into his papa's gifted ranks. 
Otherwi.se I found "Ransom of Red 
Chief’ fairly Inexcusable. 

Of course. I suppose we should all 
he decently grateful for anything that 
is live and fjom New York In this 
season of reruns out of Warner Bros., 
hut there are limits to our gratitude. 
Anyhow. I think Rexall ought to get 
a nice big kiss for sticking to live 
stuff from New York even If they 
insi.st on pie tested sfories which are 
supposed to have some magic ingredi 
ent like hcxachlorophene that gives 
eteinal life. 

In so doing. Rexall slicks Its ne<'k 
out to bad notices like this one. But 
It dttes get attention and isn't that 
worthwhile?

Ordinarily. In selective picking, 
you would take the biggest berries, 
leaving the little ones to plump them- 
.selvos up. With gooseberries. >*oii re¬ 
verse the procedure. Pick the small 
but mature berries for immediate 
use and the naturally big ones will 
become even bigger.

Following an eggshaped 
path through the skies It 
comes within 1 .V miles of 
earth al its closest point and 
goes as far out as Tvl? miles. 

Radio signals are loud and 
strong, the air fone said, in¬ 
dicating that the satellite ia 
stable in orbit.
